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School Enrollment Is Stable 
But School Lunch Rises 5c

The school bells will ring in the new school year on Tuesday, 
September 7 for pupils in grades 1 through 12, and on Wednesday, 
September 8 for kindergartners. No rise in enrollment is antici¬ 
pated in public schools attended by Greenbelt students except in 
Greenbelt Junior High. There some 100 students, slated originally 
for overcrowded Beltsville Junior High, will be in attendance 
until the new Martin Luther King Junior High School opens in 
September 1972. County-wide, an enrollment of approximately 
166,000 is expected, an increase of 6,000 over the 1970-71 enroll¬ 
ment. 


On the opening day of school and 
thereafter, first graders will attend 
a full session of school. 

Cafeterias will serve lunches on 
the first day of school. In spite of 
efforts by the School Board and 
Staff to hold the line, students will 
pay five cents more for a hot lunch 
this year. Elementary school lunch¬ 
es will cost 45 cents and lunch 
in secondary schools will cost 50 
cents. Milk bought separately will 
eost 4 cents.

Principal Helene Poland announ¬ 
ced that hours for the school year 
will remain the same - 8:30 a.m. 
to 3 p.m. Morning kindergarten 
hours are from 8:30 a.m. to 11:30 
a.m., and afternoon kindergartners 
will attend from 12:30 to 3 p.m.

Morning kinder¬ 
garten classes are scheduled from 
9 to 11:45 a.m. and the afternoon

There will be two special educa¬ 
tion classes, and the program for 
partially deaf students will be con¬ 
tinued for the third year.

Stanley Klein, former principal 
of Unden Hill Elementary School, 
is the new principal.

A member petition originating in 
the townhouses supported the re¬ 
quest of one owner to allow a third, 
unrelated person to occupy his 
home.

the result of this latter decision was 
not clear even to the board itself - 
i.e, how long to allow the lease to 
continue. Director James had to 
introduce a special motion to clar¬ 
ify this point. 

Painting Regulations 

A proposed set of painting regu¬ 
lations was submitted by Joseph 
Vella of the Community Aesthet¬ 
ics committee. The regulations 
consist of eight paragraphs which 
the board considered separately. 
As Vella explained it generally, 
two color schedules A and B will 
be set up; A would consist of com¬ 
binations of the present approved 
GHI colors, and B would consist of 
new optional colors. Each GHI 
unit could be painted in any ap¬ 
proved combination of the colors 
of Schedule A, or of Schedule B. 
Thus the individual member would 
be allowed a wider latitude. Some 
caution against this much freedom 
of choice was voiced by Mark Rudy 
and manager Roy Breashears felt 
that the trim paint, at least should 
be the same for a whole row for 
reasons of economy.

GHI Board Discusses Leases 
And Painting Regulations

The regular Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board meeting last Thurs^ 
day was taken up to a great extent with a committee report on 
home painting regulations; the discussion showed how difficult it 
is to strike a balance between corporation efficiency and individual 
expression. A few other things such as a member petition were 
taken up, and also it was announced that two open hearings will 
be held especially for GHI members on Sept. 9 and Sept. 22, the 
first one dealing with the projected engineering and architectural 
survey, and the second on the topic of management audit. 


responsible for painting his unit, 
etc., were reworded to clarify the 
extent of the corporation’s responsi¬ 
bility, and were then passed by 
the board in the amended form. 
However the third paragraph, 
dealing with the way in which 
members would be allowed to se¬ 
lect wall and trim colors, had to 
be rewritten on the spot and was 
still not satisfactory so that a 
motion by GHI Director Donald 
Volk was passed to send it back. 

Townhouse Differences 

Member Gordon Allen gave this 
reporter a copy of a letter he re¬ 
cently received from Arthur Korn- 
blut of the American Institute of 
Architects; the letter reiterates 
that the architect’s contract has to 
be properly redrafted in order to 
have the owner's (CHI’s) interests 
protected, and says that “the sub¬ 
stitution of the word “Owner” for 
“Architect” in the contract is not 
enough. Thus a difference of opin¬ 
ion still exists on this point, which 
was brought up by Allen some 
weeks ago in connection with the 
townhouse construction. 

A preliminary recommendation on 
staff salaries was presented by di¬ 
rector Stephen Polaschik for the 
Personnel committee. Because GHI 
lags about one year behind the 
present Federal pay schedule, the 
committee proposes that both ad¬ 
ministration salaries and mainten¬ 
ance staff wages be raised 6%, to 
be effective on July 1, 1972. Also 
the manager, who has been work¬ 
ing for the corporation for 18 years 
without a formal contract, would 
be provided with such a document. 

Directors Norman Weyel and 
James reported that improper cut¬ 
ting of trees, and oil draining from 
cars have been occurring on GHI 
property. The tree cutting has ap¬ 
parently been due to ignorance on 
the part of the people involved; the 
oil spillage will be investigated by 
the staff when it is again observed.

Reply to Mr. White 

To the Editor: 

I cannot help but reply to 
Thomas White’s letter; “$50,000 
Yoke.” It is grossly misleading. 

Mr. White should know that 
Council’s Greenbriar action did 
nothing to change the Master Plan, 
The parcels were already zoned 
R-30 for apartment development. 
Even had we tried to stave off the 
Greenbriar development in the 
hopes that the County might down- 
zone these parcels on the Plan, it 
would not have changed things 
because the developer had already 
legally established his intent to 
develop at R-30. It was not a 
master plan exception being con¬ 
sidered. 

Mr, White also should know 
that the agreement went through 
at least three major revisions, all 
initiated by the city solicitor; that 
the agreement was not approved 
until the council meeting on the 
evening of August 9 and, therefore, 
copies could not have been made 
available until the morning of the 
10th; and, although Mr. White was 
not present at the council meet¬ 
ing on the 10th where he found “it 
was interesting to note” that copies 
of the agreement were not alike, 
all he had to do was ask to find 
out that all official, final copies 
were exactly alike, but, because 
there were not enough copies avail¬ 
able, Mr. Pilski and I loaned copies 
of earlier drafts to two persons, 
explaining where they differed. 

Mr. White also should know that 
the city exacted a great deal more 
from the developer than the price 
of 5 acres of land (in addition to 
$43,000 to be given in lieu of man¬ 
datory dedication). Under charter 
there are no conditional excep¬ 
tions made to the so-called bed¬ 
room ordinance. By getting the 
developer to agree to enter into 
the record, of the county council 
hearing, his acceptance of the con¬ 
ditions imposed by city council, 
these conditions will have the 
force of law. They include limita¬ 
tions and assurances on all of the 
things Mr, White said we ignored, 
except parking. That became 
specious, however. With accept¬ 
ance of the condition that dens and 
family rooms cannot be used as 
bedrooms, the development plan 
actually provided for more parking 
spaces than legally required. 

Lastly, Mr. White should know 
that there is nothing in the agree¬ 
ment that prevents council from 
taking any action whatsoever in 
relation to other matters concern¬ 
ing Greenbriar. Some Yoke! 

Council did nothing “unwitting¬ 
ly” in this matter, but acted de¬ 
liberately, after many hours of 
careful thought and study, in what 
it felt was for the best interests of 
Greenbelt. Because it is a matter 
of judgement, however, Mr. White 
has every right to disagree—loudly 
and longly. But why resort to all 
the distortions?

“There is nothing to do — I’m 
bored!”

I’m sure the Golden 
Age Club or various churches in 
Greenbelt can put youngsters who 
want to be of service to others in 
touch with our senior citizens. 

6. Hospitals and nursing homes in 
the area are always in need of 
“Candy Stripers” and “Blue Boys” 
to help with the care of the sick 
and injured.

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Employee Leave Provisions 
Changed in New Ordinance 

Approved at council’s August 2 
meeting were two ordinances and 
two resolutions. 

The first ordinance liberalized 
the city’s annual and sick leave pro¬ 
visions for its employees. City em¬ 
ployees will now receive sick and 
annual leave that is comparable to 
that provided by the Federal gov¬ 
ernment. Family death leave has 
been revised so that it would now 
be leave not chargeable against any 
other type of leave. Also, as relates 
to sick leave, any employee may now 
take up to ten days a year for ill¬ 
nesses in the family. Finally, at 
the time of an employee’s resig¬ 
nation, dismissal or death, the city 
will make compensation for unused 
sick leave in excess of thirty days, 
at the rate of one-quarter day for 
each day of accumulated sick leave. 

The second ordinance authorizes 
issuance of a $25,000 tax anticipa¬ 
tion note, to be used for the tem¬ 
porary financing of the construction 
of a four cell box culvert on Cher- 
rywood Lane at Indian Creek. (A 
previous anticipation note of 
$160,000 was issued in June.) This 
project, which will provide access 
to the Springhill Lake industrial 
tract, is being undertaken as a 
special assessment improvement, 
with total costs assessed against 
the benefiting property owners. The 
latest cost estimates for the project 
are about $190,000, compared to the 
original estimate of $175,000. 

Among the factors contributing 
to the increased costs were (1) the 
need for washed gravel as a sub¬ 
foundation for the culvert ($8,837 
extra); (2) a requirement of the 
State Department of Water Re¬ 
sources for a rip-rap stone protec¬ 
tion of the diversion ditch used to 
channel water around the construc¬ 
tion project ($3,082 extra); (3) a 
SDWR requirement for regrading 
of dirt fill on site to reduce ero¬ 
sion ($2,086 extra); and (4) the 
placing of dirt fill on either side of 
the culvert, which necessitated the 
removal of foreign matter within, 
the fill, the placing and compacting 
of it and the transportation and 
the spreading of the excess fill to 
the other side of the stream 
($18,710 extra). 

The first of the two resolutions 
passed authorized the city manager 
bo reduce swimming pool fees for 
indigent families and to determine 
a fee based upon a family’s ability 
to pay. It further establishes a 
minimum fee of $1 per family and 
provides that decisions of the city 
manager may be appealed to the 
city council for its review and ac¬ 
tion. , 

The other resolution authorized 
the city to accept the low bid of 
Northeast Ford of $3,194 for the 
purchase of a four-door sedan for 
use by the Police Department and 
other city personnel. Invitations 
to bid were sent to 28 car dealers, 
but only three responded, apparent¬ 
ly because of low stocks on hand. 
Because the city did not want to 
special order a car, the bidding 
procedures were waived with re¬ 
spect to the usual time require¬ 
ments and placement of legal ads. 

Introduced for first reading to 
be taken up at the next regular 
council meeting in September was 
a ‘‘clean lot” ordinance requiring 
property owners to maintain their 
property free of litter and to pro¬ 
vide for the city to clean up littered 
property and to assess the cost to 
the property owner. This is similar 
to an ordinance that has been en¬ 
acted by the county. 

The city council also directed the 
city manager to prepare an ordin¬ 
ance providing for a reduction in 
refuse collection fees for elderly 
citizens who are now receiving a 
tax credit because of limited in¬ 
come. At present there are 89 per¬ 
sons in the city of Greenbelt re¬ 
ceiving such a tax credit.

City Notes 

Four summer employees con¬ 
ducted a survey on Saturday, Au¬ 
gust 28 of users of the Lake Park. 
The survey is part of a series being 
made by the Washington Metro¬ 
politan Council of Governments of 
patterns of use of area parks and 
recreation facilities. COG will com¬ 
puterize the data collected and 
eventually report back its findings 
to the city. 

Kinds of data collected were 
license numbers and state of origin 
of cars entering and leaving the 
parking lot, the number of passen¬ 
gers in each vehicle, ad the classi¬ 
fication of these people into chil¬ 
dren and adults. For the purposes 
of the survey “adult” was defined 
as old enough to drive a vehicle — 
or roughly 16 or older, as ascer¬ 
tained by appearance. 

Employees stationed at the 
bridge, the power station, and at 
Olivewood Ct. entrances to the 
park also recorded the number of 
people walking into and out of the 
park. Here brief interviews were 
conducted, particularly to find out 
the place of residence of those 
using the park. 

Although the number of people 
using the park might vary as be¬ 
tween a Saturday and a Sunday, 
according to COG staff collating 
the survey, earlier findings have 
determined that the same kinds of 
people tend to use a particular 
park facility. In other words, pat¬ 
terns of use remain constant. 

* * * 

All of a sudden, on Sunday, Au¬ 
gust 29, a heavy scum of algae was 
found accumulating on the lake, 
particularly in the bay and in shal¬ 
low water on both sides of the pe¬ 
ninsula. According to officials of 
the state Bureau of Natural Re¬ 
sources, such accumulation of 
algae is common in warm water 
ponds at this time of the year. It 
is considered basically healthy. 
Bureau officials were expected, 
however, early in the week to 
check out the phenomenon. City 
employees were cleaning out as 
much of the unsightly scum as 
they could. 

* * * 

State Roads Commission officials 
have notified City Manager James 
K. Giese that installation of traf¬ 
fic lights along Greenbelt Rd. has 
been delayed through failure as yet 
to get financial commitments from 
all jurisdictions involved in estab¬ 
lishment of the Cherrywood Lane 
light at Beltway Plaza. Berwyn 
Heights and Greenbelt, as well as 
nearby businesses, will share with 
the state the cost of installation of 
that light. Since other lights along 
Greenbelt road are to be syn¬ 
chronized, all are scheduled to be 
installed at the same time. State 
officials, however, agreed with 
Giese that a light at the Greenbelt 
exit of the Baltimore Washington 
Parkway is overdue and promised 
to try to expedite installation 
there. Several fatalities have oc¬ 
curred at that point. 

* * * 

The Public Works crew claim 
they will have flashing school zone 
signs working by the first day of 
school. Signs are installed, but 
Pepco must wire them . 

City workers also constructed a 
swale for better drainage in Box¬ 
wood. The Parks crew repaired the 
water line leading to the drinking 
fountain at the softball diamond in 
Braden Field. 

All departments of the city are 
involved with the Labor Day Fes¬ 
tival weekend. The Public Works 
crew sets up booths, provides elec¬ 
trical power for booths and con¬ 
cessions, installs and takes down 
fences, and does daily cleaning up. 
They will stfso man the glass 
smashing machine this year to op¬ 
erate during the Festival. The 
Police Dept will have a booth at 
the Festival. As usual, the Recrea¬ 
tion Dept maintains a full pro¬ 
gram.

County Considering 
Zoning Adjustments 

The first step toward a “revolu¬ 
tion” in Prince George's County’s 
zoning process was made by the 
County Council, August 17. 

The local legislative body ap¬ 
proved a measure, introduced by 
Councilman Francois B. Francois, 
D-At-Large, to give the Council 
the legal tools to thoroughly re¬ 
view and adjust zoning on a coun¬ 
ty-wide scale. 

The Francois proposal calls for 
the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission 
to provide maps of each county 
planning area showing the exist¬ 
ing zoning of each land parcel, 
current land use, including legal 
non-conforming uses, and recom¬ 
mendations for future zoning. 

The resolution, co-sponsored by 
Councilman Royal Hart, D-2nd, 
also request studies of each plan¬ 
ning area, indicating the effect of 
downzoning (lowering the amount 
of development permitted) on the 
county tax base and economy. 

The Park and Planning Commis¬ 
sion was further directed to pre¬ 
sent a program for developing the 
required maps and studies to the 
Council within 60 days. 

Earlier in the week, Prince 
George’s County Executive Wil¬ 
liam W. Gullett moved to have a 
rejected administration bill that 
would delete, at least temporarily, 
the R-18 and R-30 zoning classi¬ 
fications revived by the County 
Council. 

The original Gullett bill, for¬ 
warded to the legislative body 
early last month, was turned down 
July 27 by a 9-0 vote. It would 
have banned any further rezoning 
of land to the two categories under 
which garden-style apartments are 
developed. 

In an August 11 memo to First 
District Councilman Francis W. 
White, chairman of the Council’s 
planning and capital improvements 
committee, Gullett asked White to 
re-introduce the bill immediately 
“as an extra weapon in planning 
our County properly.” 

“There’s really no reason for lack 
of action on this measure,” the 
Executive said at his August 17 
press briefing. “There is an obvious 
need for it if we’re going to get 
Prince George’s County moving 
economically and ecologically.” 

The County Executive discount¬ 
ed earlier contentions by some 
councilmen that his proposed re¬ 
zoning moratorium was unconsti¬ 
tutional “snob zoning” because it 
would discriminate against certain 
economic classes. 

Gullett said he opted for dele¬ 
tion of the R-18 category, along 
with the R-30, after reading an ex¬ 
tensive legal review of the situa¬ 
tion from County Attorney Walter 
H. Maloney, Jr. He again stress¬ 
ed his conviction that enough land 
was already zoned in the two ca¬ 
tegories and that the County must 
halt the burgeoning development 
of the garden-style apartments if 
it is to effectively control its 
growth. 

“The deletion of the R-18 and 
R-30 zones does not mean there 
will not be ample zoning categories 
for residential building,” Gullett 
said, pointing out that the R-10, 
R-T and R-H zones will continue 
on the books. “Furthermore, the 
R-18 and R-30 zones may be rein¬ 
stituted by legislative act at any 
time in the future when desired, 
say a year or two later,” the Exec¬ 
utive wrote.

Greenbelt Involved 

College Park Landfill 
Procedures Questioned

More exacting standards for san¬ 
itary landfill operations, adopted 
by the federal government and the 
state of Maryland in recent years, 
have prompted an inquiry for the 
first time in almost two decades 
into the procedures in use at the 
College Park landfill site. This in¬ 
quiry, reported in a featured story 
by Lawrence Meyer in Monday’s 
Washington Post, deals with a fa¬ 
cility also used by the city of 
Greenbelt under a contract with 
College Park. Greenbelt refuse 
trucks merely dump at the site; 
all maintenance of the landfill is 
handled by College Park employ¬ 
ees. 

The Greenbelt contract does, 
however, specify that a bulldozer 
owned by this city is to be used by 
College Park at the landfill until 
that city has acquired a bulldozer. 
According to the Post article, Col¬ 
lege Park is in the process now of 
seeking bids for the bulldozer. The 
article, however, fails to mention 
that in the meantime College Park 
has the use of another machine. 

Apparently acquisition of a sec¬ 
ond piece of equipment—in addi¬ 
tion to a College Park-owned 
front-end loader — was one of the 
recommendations received from 
Fred Gross inger, state public 
health engineer, who works under 
Neil Solomon, Maryland Secretary 
of Health and Mental Hygiene. 
Solomon’s office notified College 
Park on April 5 that its landfill 
failed to meet state regulations. 

Two pieces of equipment are 
deemed necessary to handle the 
volume of refuse received daily, 
both to spread and compact it and 
also, to cover it. 

College Park is also working on 
a second weakness in its opera¬ 
tion specified by Solomon — inade¬ 
quate protection of Beaver Dam 
Creek and its flood plain. An un¬ 
sightly pile of dirt and debris in a 
photograph accompanying Meyer’s 
story is actually the beginning of 
a dike being constructed to alter 
drainage run-off from the landfill. 
Future plans also call for excava¬ 
tion of refuse formerly buried in 
the Beaver Dam flood plain. Until 
recently most sanitary landfills in 
the state were made in floodplain 
areas. College Park followed the 
then current practice. 

After the arrival of Solomon’s 
letter, College Park engaged an en¬ 
gineering consultant to draw up 
specifications for altering its 
maintenance of the landfill. After 
receiving approval of these plans 
from officials at the Agricultural 
Research Center, where the land¬ 
fill is located, College Park for¬ 
warded them to Solomon’s office, 
where they arrived about two 
months later than a deadline spec¬ 
ified by Solomon. 

Greenbelt's contract with Col¬ 
lege Park calls for this city, to pay 
on the basis of volume for refuse 
dumped at the landfill site. This 
averages out at about $1,000 a 
month, according to Assistant City 
Manager Gary Stenhouse.

Navy Chafing Stars 
Aerial Demonstration 

The team usually performs four 
separate routines over the intend¬ 
ed landing area. The first pass is 
the maximum track performed by 
one or two jumpers at an altitude 
of 10,000 feet It graphically por¬ 
trays the ability of a jumper in 
free fall to move horizontally across 
the ground. A burning smoke gren¬ 
ade attached to the jumper’s boot 
marks his path during the free fall 
period. 

The second routine demonstrates 
the ability of a free falling para¬ 
chutist to greatly increase or de¬ 
crease his speed at will. Two jum¬ 
pers depart the aircraft simul¬ 
taneously. Immediately upon en¬ 
tering the slip stream the “fast 
fair man will assume a head down 
streamlined position and plummet 
towards the earth at speeds ap¬ 
proaching two hundred miles per 
hour. His partner has meanwhile 
spread his arms and legs exposing 
his body area as much as possible 
to the air stream, thereby slowing 
his vertical velocity to under 120 
miles per hour. 

The spiral or “rope trick” is per¬ 
formed by two jumpers who exit 
the aircraft at 10,000 feet and then 
maneuver together. One jumper 
passes a lanyard approximately 
eight feet long to his teammate. 
Both jumpers back away, raise one 
leg and begin a spiral motion em¬ 
phasized by the trailing smoke. At 
2,500 feet the lanyard is released 
and the jumpers open their chutes. 

The finale of the show is the 
“star burst” and involves four 
jumpers. The jumpers “hook up” 
(link arms) after leaving the air¬ 
craft and fall together to approxi¬ 
mately 6,000 feet. At this alti¬ 
tude the jumpers break away, fire 
flare guns, and track on opposite 
courses aw*ay from one another. 
The trailing smoke and bursting 
flares gives a “bomb burst” effect 
to the viewers on the ground. The 
jumpers open their chutes at 2,500 
feet.
